Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Mailing. 

The  over  all  picture  of  health  in  your  District  is  one  of 
continued  favour  but  there  are  one  or  two  exceptions  which  could,  if  a  trend 
were  to  be  established,  cause  anxiety.  Chief  among  them  is  an  increase 
this  year  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate. 

Yours  is  a  relatively  young  community  and  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  is  hence  a  very  sensitive  index.  It  is  true  that  one  third  of  the 
infantile  deaths  were  "unavoidable"  but  after  allowing  for  this  kind  of 
"correction"  the  rate  would  still  be  towards  the  high  side.  We  shall  have 
to  watch  those  figures  carefully  and  see  if  any  kind  of  pattern  develops. 

The  total  number  of  births  has  fallen  this  year  but  is  still  above 
the  national  figure.  Your  death  rate  is  low  and  the  age  group  distribution 
shows  no  variation  from  that  of  previous  years  and  of  the  country  as  a 
whole . 


The  emerging  picture  of  tuberculosis  continues  to  be  favourable. 
Only  2  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  cause  in  1970  and  only  8  new  cases 
were  reported.  Although  this  latter  figure  is  above  that  of  1969*  it  is 
still  a  surprisingly  low  figure  for  your  size  of  population.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  3  of  the  new  cases  occurred  from  the  age  of 
years  onwards. 

The  cancer  statistics  are  at  least  encouraging.  Any  report  which 
indicates  a  fall  in  the  cancer  incidence  is  to  be  welcomed  and  in  your 
district  there  was  a  decrease  from  108  in  1969  to  9h  in  1970.  I  have 
commented  on  this  situation  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  Suffice  it  to 
say  here  that  it  is  still  true  that  in  the  vast  majority  of  cancers  early 
diagnosis  gives  the  best  chance.  Also  I  would  recommend  to  your  attention 
the  wisdom  of  attendance  at  cervical  smear  clinics  of  all  women  over  the 
age  of  35>j  as  an  insurance  precaution  against  cervical  cancer.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  this  simple  measure  has  a  great  deal  to  recommend  it  and  is 
a  potent  weapon  in  the  fight  against  cancer. 

The  tables  on  vaccination  and  immunisation  show  that  the  immunity 
barrier  is  being  maintained.  Indeed  in  1970  the  figures  have  gone  up 
considerably  all  round,  and  you  will  notice  a  new  figure  -  rubella 
immunisation  against  german  measles  and  the  consequent  prevention  of 
congenital  defects  which  are  liable  when  rubella  is  contracted  in  the  early 
months  of  pregnancy.  Theoretically  at  least  it  is  now  possible  to  eliminate 
entirely  the  threat  of  death  and  deformity  to  foetal  life  from  this  cause. 

The  very  large  volume  of  work  and  the  wide  scope  of  the  duties 
undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Department  can  be  seen  from  the  detailed 
Report  submitted  by  Mr.  Coldrick.  Visits  in  connection  with  housing  still 
form  a  very  high  proportion  of  the  total  amount  of  work,  and  in  this 
connection  Improvement  Grants  and  Qualification  Certificates  have  played 
a  major  part* 
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One  of  the  environmental  aspects  of  local  authority  supervision 
is  that  in  connection  with  food  premises.  You  have  k3S  such  establishments 
and  surveillance  here  is  very  time-consuming.  It  is  work  of  very  great 
importance,  however,  and  it  is  only  through  the  encouragement  of  health 
education  in  the  catering  and  food  industry  that  acceptable  standards  can 
be  maintained. 

An  important  duty  of  the  Department  is  to  monitor  the  degree  of 
air  pollution  in  the  District,  Frankly  there  are  occasions  when  certain 
aspects  of  this  work  cause  anxiety  and  are  rightly  the  subject  of  complaint 
but  it  is  only  fair  to  state  the  over-all  results  recorded  at  present. 

These  indicate  that  as  far  as  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  recordings  are 
concerned  the  pollution  degree  is  below  the  regional  average  and  is  even 
below  the  level  which  could  reasonably  be  aimed  at  as  an  optimal  target. 

We  are,  however,  at  the  mercy  of  climatic  conditions  and  those  constitute 
a  major  factor  in  the  exceptional  adverse  results,, 

I  acknowledge  my  gratitude  to  1%,  Coldrick  and  Mr.  Allsop  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year,  and  indeed  to  the  entire 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  efficiency  and  enthusiasm 
of  their  work,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  too,  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  support,  and  to  colleagues  in  other 
Departments  without  whose  team  spirit  the  work  could  not  be  done.

The  present  birth  rate  is  the  lowest  this  ratio  has  reached  since 
1962,  and  is  substantially  below  that  of  1969*  It  is  still  higher,  however 
than  the  national  birth  rate  which  has  been  steadily  falling  over  the  past 
few  years.  It  rather  looks  as  if  an  established  trend  towards  a  lower 
birth  rate  is  now  taking  place,  as  the  fall  in  the  last  five  years  has  now 
reached  a  significant  level. 

The  death  rate  has  again  fallen  and  is  below  that  of  the  country 
as  a  whole.  It  has  now  reached  a  level  comparable  with  that  of  1966. 

The  still  birth  rate  has  risen  from  13  in  1969  to  1$  in  1970  and 
is  slightly  above  the  national  average. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  commented  upon  later  in  the  report.

Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  twenty- third  Annual  Report  on  the 
environmental  circumstances  obtaining  in  the  Rural  District  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December  1970. 


1970  was  a  more  fortunate  year  than  1969  with  regard  to  the 
Inspectorial  Staff  as  Hr.  G.  Cackett  joined  the  Department  in  January 
thus  restoring  the  establishment  and  proved  to  be  a  very  useful  member 
of  the  Health  Department  team.  As  was  expected  there  was  a  back  log 
of  work  from  the  previous  year  but  the  position  gradually  improved  and 
should  be  better  next  year  when  the  proposed  additional  technical 
assistance  is  provided  for  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  staff 
of  the  Cleansing  Section  was  increased  during  the  year  when  Hr*  D  JI.J. 
Penfold  took  up  his  duties  as  fork  Study  Officer  in  August.  There 
was  one  change  in  the  Clerical  Staff,  Miss  A.  dhiteside  replacing 
Mrs.  A.  Harding. 


All  aspects  of  environmental  public  health  received  attention 
and  although  there  were  no  major  items  of  legislation  affecting  the 
Department  enacted  during  the  year,  the  effect  of  the  changes  in 
Improvement  Grants  brought  about  by  the  Housing  Act  1969  did  result  in 
a  great  increase  in  work  both  for  the  Public  Health  and  Building 
Inspectors.  As  will  be  seen  in  the  following  pages,  there  was  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  Standard  Grants  approved  from  37  to  3 9>  hut  Improvement 
Grants,  formerly  called  Discretionary  Grants,  increased  from  58  to  98 
and  the  amount  paid  by  way  of  grant  by  almost  900.  The  other  big 
change  brought  about  by  this  Act  was  the  introduction  of  Qualification 
Certificates.  This  provides  that  the  rent  of  a  controlled  tenancy 
can  be  converted  to  a  registered  rent  subject  to  the  property  having 
all  the  standard  amenities  and  being  in  a  fit  state  of  repair. 

Although  this  authority  is  not  concerned  with  the  actual  rent,  a  11  fair 
rent"  being  fixed  by  a  Rent  Officer,  the  procedures  and  inspections  required 
before  a  Qualification  Certificate  can  be  issued  have  resulted  in  a 
considerable  amount  of  additional  duties. 


In  my  report  for  lp69  1  commented  on  the  changes  taking  place 
in  the  food  industry,  not  the  least  of  these  is  the  increasing  use  of 
container  transport,  and  as  will  be  seen  in  the  section  of  this  report 
dealing  in  food. 
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The  position  with  regard  to  cesspool  emptying  remained  very 
acute  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  but  later  began  to  ease  and  there 
was  a  gradual  improvement  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  trend  will  continue  and  be  even  more  marked  when 
all  properties  have  been  connected  to  the  sewers  now  being  laid  in 
East  Peckham  and  the  Plant ol  and  Shipbourne  areas.  Although  no 
problems  arose  with  regard  to  the  tipping  of  household  refuse, 
negotiations  were  in  progress  at  the  year ’  s  end  to  acquire  further  land 
for  this  purpose  as  a  long  term  project.  In  accordance  with  current 
practice,  work  study  into  the  Cleansing  Section  was  commenced  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year. 

Details  of  the  various  facets  of  the  work  of  the  Department 
with  comments  on  each  subject  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages  of 
this  report . 
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The  slum  clearance  programme  continued  on  a  lesser  scale 
during  the  year,  9  representations  of  individual  properties  were  made 
resulting  in  7  closing  orders  and  2  demolition  orders, 

16  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  some  of  which 
were  the  subject  of  closing  or  demolition  orders  made  in  previous  years. 
15  families  comprising  2b  persons  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  from  unfit 
houses.  Unless  and  until  alternative  accommodation  can  be  provided 
by  the  Council  the  effect  and  progress  of  any  slum  clearance  action  is 
nullified  and  the  continued  support  of  the  Council  in  providing  this 
accommodation  and  so  allowing  the  programme  to  continue,  albeit  at  a 
slower  rate  is  appreciated. 

1,2^9  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  housing  during  the 
year  (excluding  visits  with  regard  to  Improvement  Grants  and  rehousing) 
and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  68  informal  and  5  statutory  notices 
requiring  various  repairs  to  property.  Other  premises  were  brought  to 
a  fit  state  as  a  pre-requisite  to  Improvement  Grants  and  Qualification 
Certificates.  There  is  no  doubt  that  these  two  items  are  responsible 
for  many  dwellings  being  put  into  a  first  class  state  of  repair,  A 
summary  of  the  repairs  effected  is  shown  in  tabulated  form  at  the  end 
of  this  section  of  the  report  and  the  following  shows  the  number  of 
houses  rendered  fit  during  the  year  (excluding  those  which  were  the 
subject  of  Improvement  Grants  and  Qualification  Certificates).

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As  was  expected  and  as  can  be  seen  from  the  figures  below, 
there  was  a  drastic  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  resulting  from  the 
increase  in  the  amount  of  grant  that  is  now  available.  low  that  the 
maximum  amount  of  grant  has  risen  to  £1000,  properties  the  subject  of 
closing  orders  and  disused  farm  buildings  have  been  improved  and 
converted  into  first  class  living  accommodation  in  addition  to  sub¬ 
standard  houses  being  brought  up  to  the  required  standard.

c .  Qualification  Certificates 

As  I  have  mentioned  above,  this  is  the  procedure  bv  which  an 
owner  of  a  dwelling  can  have  the  tenancy  converted  from  controlled  to 
regulated  and  at  the  same  time,  have  a  "fair  rent"  fined  by  and 
registered  with  the  rent  officer. 

Before  a  Qualification  Certificate  can  be  issued,  the  dwelling 
must  satisfy  the  qualifying  conditions,  i.e. 

1.  It  must  have  all  the  standard  amenities  for  the  exclusive 

use  of  its  occupants, 

2.  It  must  be  in  good  repair,  having  regard  to  its  age, 

character  and  locality. 

3.  It  must  be  fit  for  human  habitation. 

If  a  dwelling  lacks  any  of  the  standard  amenities,  a  provisional 
certificate  can  be  issued  when  the  local  authority  are  satisfied  that  works 
proposed  to  be  carried  out  will  bring  the  premises  up  to  the  required 
standard.  In  this  case,  a  qualification  certificate  is  issued  when  all 
the  works  have  been  satisfactorily  completed. 

Although  response  to  this  legislation  was  slow  at  the  beginning 
of  1970,  it  did  gain  momentum  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  total  of  62  visits  was  made  under  this  heading  during  the

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HOP  PICKING 


Not  only  is  the  old  traditional  Kentish  scene  of  whole  families 
busily  engaged  in  the  hop  gardens  no  longer  with  us  due  to  mechanisation 
on  the  farms  and  the  use  of  hop  picking  machines,  but  also  the  type  of 
persons  new  employed  in  this  seasonal  occupation  has  changed.  Of  the 
260  n pickers”  housed  in  the  12  camps  in  the  district  in  I97O,  75  were 
students  filling  in  bheir  time  before  returning  to  Universities.  As 
these  people  are  usually  accommodated  in  dormitories  or  vacant  farm 
cottages  and  many  of  the  families  provide  their  own  caravan  accommodation, 
very  few  of  the  old  hop  pickers  huts  are  occupied.  vJhere  they  are, 
it  is  common  to  find  one  hut  being  used  as  living  accommodation  and 
an  adjoining  hut  for  sleeping. 

23  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  ensure  compliance  with 
the  byelaws  and  conditions  generally  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


.ATihi.  SUPPLIES 

There  was  no  change  in  the  position  with  regard  to  water 
supplies  to  the  district,  the  majority  of  premises  being  served  by  the 
mains  of  the  iiid  Kent  hater  Company,  the  remainder  being  supplied  by 
the  mains  of  the  Maidstone  Waterworks  Company,  the  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge 
hater  Company  and  the  .kedway  water  Board.  In  addition  a  small  number 
of  premises  received  piped  supplies  from  private  sources.  There  are 
new  only  l£  known  dwellings  without  a  laid- on  water  supply.  These 
are  in  isolated  locations  to  which  water  mains  could  not  be  laid  at  an 
economic  cost. 

During  the  year  ministry  approval  was  received  to  a  scheme  to 
replace  the  old  mains  of  the  Fairlawne  Private  Supply  with  new  mains 
and  a  separate  source  of  water  from  the  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  hater 
Company.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  work  of  laying  the  new  mains  will 
be  commenced  early  in  1971* 


At  the  31st  December,  1970,  99.10 J  of  the  dwellings  in  the 
district  were  receiving  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  statutory  undertakings 
and  a  further  0.811  from  private  sources  of  supply,  giving  a  total  of 
99.91.1  of  the  houses  within  the  district  receiving  a  piped  supply. 

During  the  year  under  review,  water  mains  were  laid  to  serve  new 
development  and  to  replace  existing  mains.  ilo  mains  were  laid  for  the 
benefit  of  existing  houses  not  hitherto  served  by  a  public  water  supply. 

SAMPLING 


In  addition  to  the  routine  testing  carried  out  by  the  water 
undertakers,  all  piped  supplies  were  periodically  sampled  throughout 
the  year. 


Done  of  the  supplies  are  liable  to  plumb o- solvent  action  and 
as  samples  have  confirmed  the  absence  of  lead  contamination,  precautions 
against  this  contamination  were  not  required. 
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FLUORIDE  CONTENT 


None  of  the  supplies  are  subject  to  fluoridation  and  in  all 
cases  the  natural  content  is  under  0,1  parts  per  million.

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INSPECT ION  Alii)  SUPERVISION  OF  FOGS 


All  premises  where  food  is  stored,  processed,  handled  or  sold 
continued  to  receive  routine  inspections  throughout  the  year,  not  only 
to  enforce  legal  standards  but  to  try  to  educate  food  handlers  and  to 
persuade  occupiers  of  food  premises  to  improve  such  premises  and  their 
routines.  From  time  to  time  publicity  is  given  to  manufacturer's  date 
coding  on  food  wrappers  and  arguments  break  out  as  to  the  advisability 
or  otherwise  of  these  dates  being  clearly  stated  instead  of  coded.  For 
some  time  nag-,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  been  pointing  out  to 
shopkeepers  the  necessity  for  efficient  stock  rotation  and  the 
desirability  of  marking  food  with  a  code  denoting  the  date  of  delivery 
to  their  premises.  If  only  this  simple  precaution  were  taken,  not 
only  would  there  be  a  visual  aid  to  stock  rotation  and  estimation  of 
shelf  life,  but  also  the  possibility  of  goods  returned  under  a  "sale 
or  return"  agreement  being  redelivered  to  other  premises  would  be  prevented. 
It  is  surprising  how  few  shopkeepers  bother  to  carry  out  this  simple 
act  in  spite  of  the  advantages  being  pointed  out  by  the  Inspectors, 


I  have  commented  earlier  on  the  changing  transport  with  regard 
to  foods.  At  one  time  virtually  all  imported  foods  were  inspected  at 
the  port  of  entry  to  this  country,  now  however,  containerisation  is 
becoming  more  and  more  common.  In  a  great  many  instances,  food  is  packed 
into  containers  at  the  overseas  factories  and  the  containers  are  not  opened 
until  the  food  is  delivered  to  the  wholesale  depot.  Greatly  increasing 
quantities  of  such  food  of  all  types  are  now  being  delivered  to  warehouse 
premises  in  this  district  and  as  will  be  appreciated  this  food  needs 
inspection  and  so  adds  considerably  to  the  Inspectors  work. 

Brochures  setting  out  the  main  provisions  of  foot,  legislation 
together  with  other  leaflets  of  information  and  advice  continued  to  be 
issued  from  tine  to  tine  and  upon  change  of  occupation. 

Sampling  of  the  cooling  water  at  the  three  food  factories  in 
the  district  was  continued  throughout  the  year.  Of  the  75  samples  taken, 
6°  proved  satisfactory,  2  of  the  unsatisfactory  results  were  from  a  factory 
at  D  it  ton  and  i|  from  a  factory  in  East  Mailing.  In  each  case  it  was 
found  to  be  due  to  a  malfunction  of  the  chlorination  installation. 

Repeat  samples  after  repairs  proved  satisfactory. 

II  complaints  of  unsatisfactory  food  conditions  were  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Department  during  the  year.  After  full  enquiries 
had  been  made  in  each  case,  appropriate  steps  were  taken  in  an  endeavour 
to  preclude  any  further  recurrence. 
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The  following  table  sets  out  the  number  of  food  premises  in  the 
district  regularity*  inspected  b y  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.

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SLAUGHTERING 


Only  the  small  slaughterhouse  at  Plaxtol  operated  during  the  year 
and  here  there  was  a  dramatic  reduction  in  the  number  of  animals  killed, 
from  363  in  19 69  to  57  in  1970.  Even  so,  only  a  small  proportion  of  the 
meat  produced  was  for  sale,  the  majority  being  customers'  sheep  which  were 
killed  for  their  own  deep  freeze  storage.  kith  such  a  limited  kill, 
and  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  butcher  concerned,  100 7  inspection  of 
all  animals  killed  was  maintained  without  the  necessity  to  work  overtime 
or  to  resort  to  a  formal  control  of  hours  of  slaughter. 

Heat  inspection  charges  continued  at  the  rate  set  for  previous 
years  and  the  total  income  was  £1.9.0d,  i.e.a  decrease  of  £&.0.6d,  on  the 
previous  year.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  changes  and  development  of  this  service  during  1970  have 
been  considerable  and  generally  in  line  with  the  position  throughout  the 
country*  Probably  the  most  significant  developments  have  been  the 
continued  increase  in  volume  of  domestic  refuse  and  the  many  more  requests 
from  householders  for  the  collection  of  bulky  household  articles. 

Dealing  first  with  the  special  collection  aspect,  requests 
increased  by  ever  a  third,  compared  with  the  1$69  figure,  to  728.  The 
articles  involved  were  principly  unwanted  furniture,  refrigerators,  cookers 
and  other  domestic  appliances.  This  service  is  given  free  of  charge, 
but  it  does  not  preclude  a  great  many  people  from  dumping  their  unwanted 
appliances  indiscriminately  throughout  the  countryside,  rather  than  take 
the  trouble  to  write  a  brief  note  or  make  a  short  telephone  request  for 
the  items  involved  to  be  collected  from  their  own  door.  Unfortunately 
it  is  still  necessary  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  money  on  collections  from 
the  hedgerows,  and  my  feeling  is  that  most  of  this  refuse  is  tipped  by  persons 
from  outside  our  district. 

With  regard  to  the  continued  increase  in  volume  of  domestic 
refuse,  this  is  brought  about  by  many  factors,  but  one  of  the  most  important 
is  the  development  of  packaging  of  all  kinds.  The  Research  Association 
for  the  Paper,  Board,  Printing  and  Packaging  Industries,  recognise  that 
future  national  demands  for  packaging  materials  are  likely  to  increase  in 
respect  of  fibreboard  oases,  cartons,  paper  bags  and  sacks,  tin  plate 
and  glass  containers,  but  that  the  demand  for  plastics  packaging  will 
increase  at  an  even  greater  rate.  Research  throughout  the  country  tells 
us  that  the  volume  of  domestic  refuse  is  expected  to  increase  by  about 
9 0 %  by  I960  and  that  the  average  increase  in  weight  per  head  per  day  is 
likely  to  be  about  1  %  per  year. 

The  paper  content,  by  weight,  now  exceeds  the  dust  and  cinder 
content  of  domestic  refuse.  Metal,  which  includes  food  containers,  and 
glassware,  mainly  bottles  and  jars,  have  all  increased  in  weight.  Much 
of  the  reduction  in  dust  and  cinder  content  is  brought  about  by  the  decline 
in  the  domestic  consumption  of  coal  and  the  reduced  use  of  solid  fuels 
and  this  has  also  reduced  the  opportunities  for  disposing  of  combustible 
waste  in  the  home.  The  greatest  increase  is  that  of  plastics,  but  they 
influence  volume  much  more  than  weight.  It  is  now  accepted,  that  in  ten 
years  time,  the  weight  of  plastics  in  refuse  may  well  increase  by  up  to 
five  times.  The  significant  development  throughout  the  country  and  one 
that  is  certainly  occurring  more  and  more  in  this  district,  is  the  tendancy 
for  householders,  particularly  those  living  on  modern  housing  estates  to 
expect  the  collection  of  garden  refuse.  I  think  that  this  is  a  matter 
which  you  may  have  to  consider  more  fully  during  the  next  few  years. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  1.29  cu.yd. 
container  service  continues  to  expand  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  total 
of  containers  in  use  was  nearing  100,  with  more  on  order  and  about  to  be 
brought  into  use  at  the  beginning  of  1971.  This  service  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  users  and  is  certainly  a  very  economical  and  hygienic 
way  of  dealing  with  refuse  from  large  establishments.  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  continuing  to  recommend  its  expansion. 
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Table  (a)  shows  the  quantities  of  refuse 
collected  and  disposed  of  during  the 
past  ten  years. 


vjALY  aGX 

The  collection,  baling  and  sale  of  salvage  was  continued  during 
1970  and  produced  a  total  income  of  £5,252.66  a  slight  increase  when 
compared  with  the  1969  figure.  Cable  (b)  shows  the  financial  position 
with  regard  to  salvage  over  the  past  ten  years.. 

A  salvage  bonus  of  505  of  income  was  again  paid  to  the  collectors 
and  other  members  of  the  staff  involved  in  the  work.  Then  the  salvage 
bonus  and  all  other  costs  properly  attributable  to  salvage  collection 
were  taken  into  account,  the  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  amounted  to 
£257.88. 


I  referred  earlier  to  the  changes  in  the  constituents  of  refuse 
and  this  has  a  direct  relationship  to  the  salvage  potential.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  the  removal  from  refuse  of  as  much  waste  paper  and  other 
salvageable  fibrous  materials  as  possible,  is  of  major  importance  in 
prolonging  the  life  of  existing  tipping  facilities. 

The  Working  Party  on  refuse  disposal,  in  their  recent  report,  strongly 
support  any  measures  for  increasing  the  salvaging  rate  of  waste  paper  and 
board,  which  would  result  in  increased  returns  by  local  authorities, 
provided  that,  overall,  it  is  not  disadvantageous  to  them.

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ABAEDOiIED  AID  TJL/EL  TED  VEHICLES 


During  1970,  19U  vehicles  were  disposed,  of  and  of  these  111  were 
abandoned  and  83  were  dealt  with  at  the  request  of  residents  of  your  district. 
The  total  expenditure  for  the  year,  after  the  deduction  of  recoverable  costs 
amounted  to  £p6l«80.  Income  from  the  sale  of  scrap  metal  totalled  Di4.78.l46, 
giving  a  net  disposal  cost  for  the  year  of  £0.1;3  per  vehicle.  In  1969 
the  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  amounted  to  approximately  £100,  but  I 
did  say  in  my  last  report  that  you  should  not  expect  that  favourable 
position  to  be  maintained.  This  is  a  service  which  local  authorities 
are  required  to  provide  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  and  although,  because 
of  the  necessary  enquiries  and  labour  and  other  difficulties,  it  is 
sometimes  not  possible  to  remove  vehicles  as  quickly  as  one  would  wish, 

I  feel  that  the  present  system  of  disposal  is  quite  adequate  and  that  a 
net  cost  of  approximately  50p  per  vehicle  is  highly  satisfactory,  and 
really  a  small  price  to  pay  to  rid  the  area  of  dumped  cars. 


CESSPOOL  I 


Tour  cesspool  emptier  fleet  was  reduced  to  7  during  1970,  in  am 
endeavour  to  show  a  saving  on  the  service  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
following  the  construction  of  the  new  sewers  throughout  the  district. 
Again,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  cesspool  emptying  work,  a  great  deal  of 
additional  time  was  spent  on  emptying  cesspools  for  builders  when 
connections  to  the  sewers  were  made  and  on  emptying  cesspools  for  the  last 
t ime  foil ow ing  such  c onne c t i o ns . 


Although  the  number  of  requests  slowly  fell  during  1970,  at  the 
year's  end  this  trend  was  reversed  and  a  steady  rise  began  and  this  continuec 
into  1971*  1  kad  previously  hoped  that  by  the  time  of  preparation  of 

this  report  the  level  of  applications  would  have  been  such  as  to  allow  me  to 
put  proposals  before  you  for  improvements  in  the  service.  There  has,  of 
course,  been  a  very  considerable  irnpr ovement ,  compared  with  the  last  few 
years,  but  the  position  has  not  yet  been  reached  when  I  can  recommend  that 
you  make  ary  major  changes  in  the  service,  without  increasing  the  vehicle 
fleet . 


12,2^2,200  gallons  of  sewage  were  removed  from  cesspools  during 
1970  -  a  decrease  of  approximately  6,000,000  gallons.  A  further  20,000 
gallons  were  removed  from  pail  closets.  36  cesspools,  with  a  total 
capacity  of  98,800  gallons  were  emptied  far  the  first  time,  3k  °T  these 
serving  existing  premises  and  I4  new  premises.  Approximately  755  of 
cesspool  contents  a.re  discharged  to  the  Trunk  Valley  Sewer  system  for 
treatment  at  your  Snodland  dorks .

The  39  vehicles  listed  and  which  are  employed  in  the  refuse 
collection,  cesspool  emptying  and  sewage  disposal  services,  together  with 
grass  cutting  and  other  ancillary  equipment,  are  serviced  at  your  new 
workshops  at  the  Cleansing  Depot,  Mill  Street,  East  Mailing .  This  depot 
extension  was  officially  opened  by  Miss  ;'JI.  Fox,  Under  Secretary  of  State 
to  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  on  Friday  6th  November,  1970 
and  has  provided  greatly  Improved  maintenance  facilities  for  your  fleet. 
Forking  conditions  are  now  up  to  statutory  standards  and  this  fact  alone 
leads  to  far  greater  efficiency  in  vehicle,  maintenance.  At  the  year’s 
end,  schedules  had  been  prepared  for  all  your  vehicles  to  receive 
improved  servicing.  The  new  system  was  started  on  the  1st  January  1971 
and  at  the  time  of  preparation  of  this  report  was  working  well. 

lour  three  fitters  are  kept  very  fully  employed,  both  with  routine 
maintenance  work  and  the  many  repairs  that  are  inevitable  in  a  fleet  of 
vehicles  such  as  yours.  The  improved  storage  facilities  make  it  possible 
for  a  larger  stock  of  spares  to  be  maintained,  thereby  saving  many  time- 
consuming  journeys  to  suppliers  and  also  facilitating  the  more  efficient 
use  of  vehicles.  Any  lost,  time,  whether  for  repairs  or  other  reasons, 
represents  wastage  of  resources  and  reflects  badly  on  the  utilisation  rate 
and  produces  adverse  service  costings. 

It  is  confidently  expected  that  when  the  incentive  scheme  for 
refuse  collection  and  cesspool  emptying  is  commenced,  probably  about  mid 
1971,  one  or  two  vehicles  may  be  released  from  routine  collection  duties, 
thereby  enabling  further  changes  in  the  system  of  maintenance  to  take  place. 

I  must  stress,  however,  that  however  good  a  system  of  maintenance 
is,  there  canes  a  time,  when  a  vehicle  nears  the  end  of  its  economic  life, 
that  it  becomes  increasingly  likely  that  it  will  need  a  major  and  costly 
repair  and  with  increasing  age  it  becomes  progressively  more  uneconomical 
to  perform  major  repairs.  It  is  essential,  therefore,  that  vehicles  should 
be  replaced  on  a  regular  and  realistic  programme,  if  the  fleet  is  to  be  run 
at  a  minimum  annual  cost.

It  is  this  absence  from  work,  often  for  very  sound  reasons,  which 
causes  so  much  trouble  and  concern  as  to  how  the  minimum  staff  necessary 
to  crew  the  vehicles  is  to  be  maintained.  At  the  time  of  preparation  of 
this  report  it  is  noticeable  that  there  has  been  a  considerable  slowing 
down  in  the  rate  of  people  leaving  the  department  and  I  think  that  this  is 
primarily  due  to  the  employment  situation  in  the  country  as  a  whole  and  in 
this  area  in  particular.  However,  this  trend  does  not  effect  the  rate  of 
absenteeism  and  it  is  this  aspect  which  causes  the  greatest  problem  in 
maintaining  the  services. 

During  the  year  under  review  increasing  pressure  was  exercised  by 
the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  National  Joint  Council  for  the 
greater  use  and  more  rapid  introduction  of  productivity  incentive  schemes. 
In  accordance  with  Ministry  requirements  you  appointed  the  London  Boroughs* 
Management  Services  Unit  to  prepare  an  incentive  scheme  for  you,  and  your 
first  Work  Study  Officer,  Mr.  D.  Penfold,  was  appointed  and  commenced  work 
on  17th  August,  1970.  At  the  year’s  end  study  work  in  connection  with 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  was  proceeding  •  very  satisfactorily.  If 
the  experience  of  other  local  authorities  can  be  taken  as  a  guide,  I  am 
confident  that  the  introduction  of  such  a  scheme,  given  a  reasonable  time 
for  it  to  become  properly  established,  will  do  much  to  overcome  many  of 
the  labour  problems  and  provide  for  the  absorption  of  some  of  the 
developments  in  public  cleansing  which  are  expected  during  the  next  few 
years  and  thereby  keep  the  additional  rate  burden  to  a  minimum.  It  was 
abundantly  apparent  by  the  end  of  1970,  even  though  your  Work  Study  Officer 
had  been  engaged  in  study  work  for  a  comparatively  short  period,  that  a 
great  deal  of  valuable  information,  that  only  a  person  engaged  exclusively 
on  these  studies  could  obtain,  would  be  forthcoming  and  that  greater 
efficiency  would  result. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Your  five  public  conveniences  situated  at  West  Mailing,  Snodland, 
Larkfield,  East  Peckham  and  Borough  Green  were  open  throughout  the  year 
and  I  am  certain  that  their  availability  continues  to  be  greatly  appreciated 
by  visitors  and  local  residents  alike. 

Unfortunately,  the  costs  of  repairs  made  necessary  by  vandalism, 
continues  to  be  high,  but  this  is  a  nationwide  problem  and  great  credit  is 
due  to  the  part-time  attendants,  who  do  so  much  to  keep  the  conveniences 
at  a  standard  of  cleanliness  acceptable  to  the  public,  often  in  spite  of 
grave  misuse. 


PEST  CONTROL 

Your  two  rodent  operators,  Mr.  H.A.  Broad  and  Mr.  G.  Baldock, 
were  very  fully  employed  during  1970  and  made  a  total  of  nearly  3,000  visits 
for  pest  control  purposes.  Mr,  Baldock  commenced  his  duties  on  the 
20th  April,  1970. 

Table  (a)  sets  out  the  rodent  control  work  undertaken  during  1970 
and  table  (b)  treatments  against  various  sorts  of  pests. 

21  contracts  were  in  force  at  the  yearns  end,  the  total  annual 
income  being  approximately  £703-  The  great  advantage  of  these  contracts 
was  again  proved  and  they  assist  enormously  in  preventing  the  build  up 
of  large  infestations.

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Because  of  the  development  of  sewers  throughout  the  rural 
district,  the  time  spent  on  sewer  testing  and  baiting  has  had  to  be 
increased  considerably.  Fortunately  your  sewers  are  not  heavily 
infested,  but  it  is  surprising  how  quickly  rodent  infestations  can 
build  up  in  a  new  sewerage  system,  unless  proper  control  is  maintained. 

It  was  possible  for  this  work  to  be  carried  out  in  a  more  efficient 
and  economical  manner  during  1970,  because  your  two  operators  were 
able  to  work  as  a  self-contained  unit  and  so  preclude  the  necessity 
for  men  to  be  taken  from  other  duties  to  assist.  The  employment  of 
a  second  operator  also  reduced  the  waiting  period  between  a  request  for 
assistance  and  the  commencement  of  treatment. 

There  were  no  fundamental  changes  in  the  poisons  used  at 
methods  of  treatment  during  1970,  but  resistance  to  rodenticides  and 
pesticides  continues  to  be  a  nationwide  cause  for  concern. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given 
by  the  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  who 
are  always  so  willing  to  give  their  advice  in  cases  of  difficulty. 

I  reported  to  your  Public  Health  Committee  at  its  July  meeting, 
that  after  discussion  at  the  Pest  Liaison  Committees  throughout  the 
division,  the  Divisional  Executive  Officer  of  the  Ministry  had  written 
to  confirm  that  the  Ministry  would  no  longer  be  able  to  advise 
householders  on  the  control  of  such  pests  as  foxes,  grey  squirrels,  moles, 
rabbits,  "harmful  birds",  bats  and  wasps.  Householders  seeking  advice 
about  these  pests  would  be  advised  to  contact  their  local  authority. 

The  Ministry  pointed  out  that  its  powers  under  Section  98  of  the 
Agriculture  Act  19U7  extended  only  to  the  prevention  of  damage  by  certain 
pests  to  crops,  pasture,  food  stuffs  and  agricultural  land  in  general 
and  they  further  pointed  out  that  local  authorities  have  power  to  incur 
expenditure  on  this  type  of  work  and  that  many  authorities  are  already 
doing  so.  As  a  result  of  this  report  you  authorised  me  to  extend  your 
service  to  include  the  giving  of  advice  on  the  control  of  such  pests  as 
foxes,  grey  squirrels,  moles,  rabbits,  pigeons  etc.,  and  to  obtain 
advisory  leaflets  for  distribution  to  persons  seeking  advice.  This  small 
development  did  not  place  an  undue  burden  on  the  service  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year.

was  continued  throughout  the  year,  three  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
instruments  and  four  deposit  gauges  being  used.  The  smoke  and  sul 
dioxide  recorder  that  had  been  in  use  at  Snodland  since  lp66  was  closed 
down  and  transferred  to  a  new  site  at  Burham  in  order  to  monitor  possible 
changes  in  pollution  levels  resulting  from  the  change  over  from  coal  to 
oil  firing  at  the  large  paper  mill  complex  at  New  Hythe.  This  conversion 
work  is  being  carried  out  in  collaboration  with  E  .11 .  Alkali  Inspectorate 
with  whom  the  premises  are  registered.  While  it  is  anticipated  that  grit 
emissions  will  be  considerably  reduced,  the  effect  on  the  sulphur  dioxide 
level  will  be  closely  studied. 


The  degree  of  air  pollution  as  shown  in  figures  for  smoke 
recordings  for  the  three  sites  from  1^66  indicates  a  slight  trend  of 
decreasing  pollution  and  is  not  only  considerably  lower  than  either  the 
overall  mean  for  the  country  as  a  whole  but  is  also  lower  than  the  regional 
average.  From  a  smoke  concentration  point  of  view  this  area  has  no 
problem  and  is  in  fact  at  a  lower  level  than  the  optimum  standard. 

As  far  as  sulphur  dioxide  is  concerned  here  again  the  pollution 
level  is  below  the  regional  average  and  well  below  the  target  to  be  aimed 
at  as  an  optimum  standard. 

On  dust  emission,  the  marked  improveraent  shown  in  ipSp  and  up 
to  the  first  quarter  of  1 970  unf ortunately  was  not  maintained  during  the 
summer  due  mainly  to  a  combination  of  factors;  mechanical  breakdown  at 
industrial  plant,  dust  from  earth  moving  in  connection  with  adjoining 
motorway  works  and  persistent  dry  weather,  and  a  phenomenon  known  as 
"blobbing"  at  a  cement  works.  Even  on  this  aspect  however,  the  average 
figures  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  and  compare  very  favourably  with 
adjoining  areas.  As  I  have  previously  remarked,  while  the  overall  picture 
is  satisfactory,  there  are  times  due  to  mechanical  and  meteorological 
conditions,  when  localised  nuisances  arise. 
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During  the  year  under  review  18  notifications  and  applications 
for  approval  to  instal  furnaces  in  domestic  and  industrial  premises  were 
granted  and  2  approvals  to  the  heights  of  new  chimneys  were  also  granted, 
one  of  which  was  approved  after  agreed  alterations. 


SHOPS  ADMINISTRATION 

A  total  of  5U2  visits  was  made  to  shops  in  the  district  in 
connection  with  the  administration  of  shops  legislation  during  1970.  As 
in  previous  years,  this  subject  was  mainly  dealt  with  when  visiting  shops 
for  other  duties. 

The  policy  of  visiting  shops  on  a  change  of  occupancy  and 
leaving  brochures  explaining  the  main  previsions  of  the  Act  was  continued. 
The  majority  of  shops  continued  to  close  well  before  the  permitted  hours 
and  certain  shops  have  an  established  five  day  week. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  any  legal  proceedings 
and  no  representations  were  received  concerning  matters  affecting  the 
administration  of  the  Act  during  the  year  under  review.

POOLS 


Only  6  of  the  7  swimming  pools  installed  in  schools  operated 
during  the  year.  Regular  routine  checking  and  sampling  of  the  pools 
continued  throughout  the  time  they  were  in  use.  Some  schools  permit  the 
pools  to  be  used  during  the  summer  holiday  and  a  close  watch  has  to  be 
kept  to  ensure  that  the  water  is  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
Although  this  subject  can  be  time  consuming  I  consider  it  is  tine  well 
spent  in  ensuring  that  these  facilities  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
and  wholesome  state  so  obviating  any  possible  source  of  the  spread  of 
infection. 


In  addition  to  the  above,  the  private  indoor  pool  at  Buckmore 
Park  continued  to  be  used  by  schools  and  the  public  throughout  the  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Hospital  Authority,  a  swimming  pool  at  Leybourne  Grange 
is  now  being  supervised  and  sampled. 

During  the  year,  a  total  of  li;P  samples  were  taken  only  one  of 
which  proved  unsatisfactory.  As  a  result  the  chlorine  content  was  increased 
and  repeat  samples  gave  satisfactory  results.

There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district. 
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MOFEABLE  DWELLINGS 


The  problerii  of  caravans  occupied  by  gypsies  and  other  itinerants 
showed  little  if  any  change  either  in  the  country  as  a  whole  or  in  this 
district.  Sufficient  sites  for  these  people  must  be  provided  before  this 
problem  can  be  solved  and  these  have  not  been  forthcoming  in  anything  like 
the  numbers  required.  The  gypsy  site  for  12  caravans  set  up  in  1967 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  79  caravans  on  29  licensed  sites  (excluding 
showmen* s  sites)  in  the  district  during  1970>  one  tented  holiday  site  was 
licensed  during  the  year.  A  total  of  66  visits  was  made  under  this 
heading  during  the  year. 


POISE 

111.  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  received  during  the  year 
and  these  covered  a  wide  variety  of  subjects  -  from  dogs,  pigs  and 
donkeys  to  "pop  groups",  sand  drying  plant,  quarry  blasting  and  factories. 

All  complaints  were  fully  investigated  and  a  noise  level  meter 
used  where  necessary  to  complement  the  Inspector* s  judgement.  Whenever 
it  was  considered  a  statutory  nuisance  was  possibly  being  caused,  informal 
action  was  taken  and  the  noise  abated  or  reduced  to  an  acceptable  level. 


PUBLIC  EI^ERTAIPIIPT 

As  in  1969  the  majority  of  stage  play  licences  were  issued  for 
short  specific  periods  instead  of  full  year  as  amateur  dramatic  groups 
putting  on  plays  in  the  village  halls  find  the  cost  of  the  annual  licence 
is  too  expensive.  Pull  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  dent  Fire 
Brigade  and  a  Fire  Officer *s  report  obtained  in  each  case  before  a  licence 
was  issued,  reports  are  also  obtained  before  cinematograph  licences  are 
issued. 


5>  stage  play  licences  and  2  cinemtograph  licences  were  issued 
during  the  year. 


PETROLEUM 

With  the  closing  of  all  but  one  of  the  main  Depots,  more  service 
stations  installed  larger  storage  tanks  and  this  work  was  often  carried  out 
in  conjunction  with  a  modernisation  of  the  station  and  the  provision  of  new 
petrol  pumps,  in  many  instances  blender  pumps  being  installed.  The  Codes 
of  Practice  issued  by  the  Home  Office  are  strictly  enforced  in  all  premises 
where  petrol  or  petrol  based  mixtures  are  stored. 

Licences  were  issued  to  1  Depot,  I4.3  service  stations  and  88  other 
premises.  In  addition  to  the  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Lent  Fire 
Brigade  on  behalf  of  this  Authority  lf>0  visits  were  made  by  Public  Health 
Inspectors. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Although  details  of  all  notified  diseases  are  given  In  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health* s  section  of  this  report,  it  is  only  fitting 
that  mention  should  also  be  made  at  this  time.  Investigations  into 
cases  of  infectious  diseases,  the  obtaining  of  specimens  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  the  surveillance  of  contacts  of  diseases 
is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  on  this  subject  163 
visits  were  made  during  1970. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AMD  riAILHAI  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  tables,  a  total  of  20  premises 
were  registered  during  the  year.  Although  this  was  double  the  figure  for 
I96 9j»  the  total  number  of  premises  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  in  fact  6  less  than  the  previous  year,  20  premises  no  longer  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  Act.  In  addition  a  further  7  premises  were 
re-registered  in  the  name  of  the  new  employer  upon  a  change  of  occupation. 

The  majority  of  the  premises  that  are  within  the  scope  of  this 
Act  are  also  subject  to  other  legislation  such  as  the  Food.  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  Shops  Act  and  the  opportunity  is  taken  when  visiting  for 
these  aspects  to  pay  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  The  circumstances  in  this  District  do  not  lend 
themselves  to  an  inspection  cycle  such  as  is  adopted  byK.K.  Inspector  of 
Factories  but  the  practice  of  carrying  out  a  general  inspection  of  all  new 
registrations  and  the  visiting  of  other  premises  to  ascertain  whether  or 
not  registration  was  applicable  was  continued  during  the  year  in  addition 
to  the  other  visits  previously  mentioned.  In  practice  it  has  been  found 
that  this  system  has  worked  well  in  the  past. 


Due  to  the  advent  of  new  legislation  in  other  fields  and  to  the 
ever  increasing  pressure  of  work,  it  was  not  possible  to  spend  as  much  time 
on  this  important  subject  during  the  year  as  was  hoped.  However  this 
position  should  improve  next  year  when  the  proposed  additional  technical 
assistance  is  provided  for  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  A  total  of  917 
visits  was  made  under  this  heading  during  the  year  under  review. 


vlhen  inspections  are  carried  out,  occupiers  are  reminded  of 
their  obligations  with  regard  to  the  notification  of  accidents,  and  this 
point  is  also  included  in  summary  sheets  of  the  main  provisions  of  the  Act 
which  are  issued  to  all  new  registrations  and  when  necessary  to  existing 
premises.  Of  the  11  accidents  reported  in  1970,  all  but  two  were  from 
one  warehouse  and  this  is  a  decrease  of  i;  on  the  previous  year.  All  the 
accidents  reported  were  of  a  minor  nature  mainly  due  to  carelessness  on 
the  part  of  the  injured  persons  and  circumstances  were  such  that  full 
investigations  were  considered  unnecessary. 


As  there  are  very  few  installations  coming  within  the  scope  of 
the  Hoists  and  Lifts  regulations,  very  little  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  administering  this  aspect.  During  the  year,  alterations  to  a  bank 
included  the  provision  of  a  bullion  hoist  between  two  floors;  the  installation 
was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations. 
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An  application  by  the  Post  Office  for  an  exemption  of  the 
minimum  space  standards  for  a  telephone  switchroom  was  received  at  the  end 
of  the  year  and  is  due  to  be  considered  early  in  January  1971*  This  was 
a  consequence  of  the  transfer  of  these  premises  from  the  Postmaster 
General  to  the  Post  Office  and  the  transfer  of  the  registration  from  K.K. 
Inspector  of  Factories  to  this  Authority. 

ho  other  exemptions  have  been  applied  for  or  granted  and  it  has 
not  been  necessary  to  institute  any  legal  proceedings  during  the  year 
under  review.
